We, the Inhabitants of the Parishes 
of Slabannon, Kilsaran, and Richardstown, in 
the County of Louth, humbly and respectfully 
approach your Excellency with the most pro- 
found sentiments of gratitude and admiration for 
your past conduct while in Ireland, by which 
conduct, at the expense of great sacrifices, you 
have nobly and manfully been the chief instru- 
ment of causing to be carried the great measure 
of Emancipation, and manifested an earnest and 
anxious desire to preserve the rights and privi- 
leges of the plundered forty shilling freeholders of 
Ireland. 

We hail your Excellency's arrival once more 
in Ireland as the proudest incident that can be 
recorded in Irish history, convinced and satisfied 
as we are that equal justice will not only be had 
at your Excellency's hands, but that the country

cesses of which they are theogoselves but the too 
certain victims, they are too acute to remain long 
under the delusion. Their generous nature is 
sure to resume its power ; they will rescue them- 
selves from the thraldom of evil counsellors, and 
throw themselves into the arms of their real 
friends. 

Of these I am one. I came here with no 
other object than to promote, by every means 
within my power, the prosperity of the land. 

I act in concert with a Ministry fully alive 
to the distresses of this country, and anxious, 
by a constant attention to its interests, to afford 
legal and constitutional redress to real and sub- 
stantial grievances.

ment of your Excellency to the Government of 
this country, which we share in common with the 
Christian community to which we belong. 

We cannot postpone the expression of the 
feelings which we know to pervade our whole 
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body till the meeting of the Synod we represent, 
which will not take place till July. We remem- 
ber the feelings of joy with which your Excel- 
lency's former appointment to the Government of 
this country was hailed, and the heartfelt regret 
occasioned by your removal ; and accustomed 
from principle and duty to loyalty and reverence 
for the laws, we know that your Excellency pos- 
sesses the full confidence, at the present eventful 
crisis, of the numerous and respectable body we 
represent. 

May it please your Excellency, the united 
Secession Church of Ireland has ever been the 
warm unflinching friend of social order and Bri- 
tish connexion ; has ever inculcated the duties of 
fearing God and honouring the King ; and of not 
meddling with those who are given to change. 
We have witnessed with deep sorrow the efforts 
periodically made to disturb the public tranquil- 
lity ; we deplore the present movements ; but we 
trust a judicious union of mildness and firmness 
on the part of Government, the adoption of every

We the Bankers, Merchants, and 
Traders of Dublin, feel ourselves imperatively 
called upon at the present juncture to testify to 
your Excellency our cordial satisfaction on your 
resuming the Viceregal Government of Ireland, 
and to tender the assurance of our firm attach- 
ment to your Excellency's person and adminis- 
tration. 

We deem it a subject of national congratu- 
lation, that at a period of more than ordinary 
difficulty, and amidst political agitations subver- 
sive of the peace and dangerous to the safety of 
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this country, which have banished confidence, 
paralyzed industry, and suspended commercial 
enterprize ; and which, on their rapidly increasing 
violence, have excited the lively apprehensions of 
every friend to social happiness and constitu- 
tional dominion, your Excellency has been again 
deputed by our most gracious Sovereign to exer- 
cise his Royal authority in the Government of 
this part of the United Kingdom. 

His Majesty's paternal solicitude for the 
welfare of his Irish subjects has been signally 
manifested in the re-appointment to that high 
and confidential ofiice of a Nobleman so emi- 
nently qualified by the firm but conciliatory at- 
tributes of his character, to meet the exigencies 
of the present period, and avert the dangers by 
which our country is menaced. A Nobleman, 
whose principles of strict impartiality, and whose 
devoted attachment to the interests of this land, 
are recorded in the memory of Irishmen, and 
constitute an honourable pledge that the mea- 
sures of this administration can spring from no 
source but a benevolent anxiety to promote the 
welfare of Ireland, and to secure the happiness of 
its people. 

It would ill accord with the sincerity of the 
feelings under which we address your Excellency, 
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if we omitted to express our conviction that in 
the social and political circumstances of Ireland^ 
there is much which demands the remedial appli- 
cations of an enlightened legislature ; but we en- 
tertain a confident expectation, that ujader the 
auspices of a Monarch who rules for the good of 
his people, and through the ministration of a 
Government whose principle is the amendment 
of our national institutions, and whose stay is 
public opinion, wise and beneficent measures, 
commensurate to the wants of this country, and 
calculated to remove every just cause of popular 
discontent, will ere long be proposed ; but we are 
also deeply sensible that it is in seasons of tran- 
quillity, and under the guidance of dispassionate 
deliberations alone, that such an expectation can 
be realized, or that the plans of practical and 
permanent advantage can ever be accomplished ; 
— ^the spirit of lawless turbulence, generated by 
popular delusions, and inflamed in the pursuit of 
impracticable schemes, can have no other effect 
than to frustrate the intentions, and disappoint 
the hopes of the best friends of Ireland, — to 
destroy the sources of its prosperity, and to ag- 
gravate, while it prolongs, the sufferings of its 
people. 

Whether as citizens, respecting the autho- 
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rity of the laws, under whose protection their 
lives, their properties, and their liberties are se- 
cure, or as commercial men, whose peculiar 
interests have already deeply suffered from the 
malignant influence of social disorders, and must 
perish if those disorders are not removed, we 
have felt ourselves equally bound to stand for- 
ward at the present crisis ; and we are persuaded 
that we only give expression to a sentiment 
which animates the breast, and will direct the 
conduct, of every good man and every lo3ral sub- 
ject in the community, when we declare our de- 
termination to give our utmost support to the 
measures which, in the existing state ofHhis 
country, may be necessary to re-establish order 
and protect property ; to maintain the authority 
of the laws, and preserve inviolate the integrity 
of the United Kingdom.

Individually I find in the afifectionate cour* 
tesy which it breathes, an assurance that the 
personal confidence and attachment of well- 
thinking Irishmen^ upon which I place so high a 
value, and to preserve which I deem no sacrifice 
too great, has not been shaken, while, as the 
King's representative in Ireland, I have the great 
satisfaction of perceiving in this manly declara* 
tion of your opinions and intentions, that so im- 
portant a part of the respectability and intelli* 
gence of the country has determined at once to 
take its stand by the side of a Government, anxi- 
ously devoted to the welfare of Ireland. 

• I deeply participate in your anxiety for the 
restoration of more orderly habits of thmking 
and acting among certain classes of the commu- 
nity. Towards attaining this important and in- 
dispensable object, I cannot but feel that your 
condemnation of the turbulent excesses, which 
have been so detrimental to the commercial in- 
terests, must be attended with the most beneficial 
consequences. 

In disseminating respect for the laws, you 
will have (what you have a right to expect) the 
fullest support from the established and legiti- 
mate authorities. As for myself, all the consti- 
tutional privileges of the subject, constitutionally 
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exercised, shall be religiously observed by me. 
But acting under the solemn trusts of my public 
station, I cannot recognize the right of disturbing 
and deluding the community, by a systematic 
course of excitation, of which you have expe- 
rienced the deleterious effects, and which, if per- 
severed in, would be productive of the greatest 
national disasters. 

I shall consider it to be my imperative duty 
to enforce firmly and justly the powers with 
which I have been invested, for the preservation 
of the public tranquillity. 

I shall do so under a full sense of all the 
responsibility of my public office, and of my per- 
sonal character ; and in reference to both, I shall 
look with certainty to the approbation of all 
those who, like you, understand and feel the 
genuine interests of the country. 

I beg of you to be assured that I lament 
the commercial inconveniences to which you al- 
lude, and my sorrow is only increased by the 
reflection, that the deluded instruments of the 
factious panic which has produced these incon- 
veniences, must themselves be the earliest and 
the greatest sufferers. As, however, the embar- 
rassment thus occasioned has not been one of 
the natural casualties of commercial transaction. 
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but a purely artificial mischief, I trust that the 
evil will be in its own nature evanescent, that the 
inevitable reaction will teach wisdom to the vic- 
tims of sinister design, and thus effectually coun- 
teract) in future, the baneful expedients by which 
the establishments on which public credit must 
lean for its sustainment, have been deliberately 
assailed. 

You advert in a tone of temperate recom- 
mendation (which I fiiUy appreciate) to the pro- 
priety of assisting the resources of Ireland by le- 
gislative measures. — ^The most earnest desire of 
the kind and gracious Monarch whom I have the 
high honour of representing here, — the first wish 
of my heart, is, to see this noble country pros- 
perous and happy, and to this end will be direct- 
ed all the energies of Government, aided by the 
hearty co-operation of Parliament. 

Many measures promising to be attended 
with general and practical utility, are in a course 
of preparation, and nothing can more contribute 
to their speedy accomplishment than the diffusion 
of the i^irit of constitutional attachment to the 
laws, and candour towards the authorities of the 
State, of which you have set so laudable and va- 
luable an example.

Deeply impressed with this conviction, we 
unreservedly avow our devoted and unalterable 
attachment to the person of his sacred Majesty 
and to his illustrious house, and to the integrity 
of the British empire as established by the Act of 
Union. 

Tme to these principles, we will to the utmost 
of our power support the Government in maintain- 
mg the laws against all who shall dare to oppose 
or evade them, and we ardently hope that our 
present connexion with Great Britain may daily 
become more closely cemented by an incessant 
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course of kind and liberal policy and affectionate 
intercourse, creating an union of heart and senti- 
ment that shall endure to the latest posterity. 

And while we repose with confidence in a 
continuation of your Excellency's temperate, but 
firm and vigorous administration of the laws for the 
preservation of the public tranquillity, by crush- 
ing avowed sedition or incipient treason, we 
equally rely upon your Excellency's well known 
patriotism for effectuating, to every practicable 
extent, an amelioration of those distresses which 
really afflict our distracted country.

which it is the avowed purpose of Ireland's ene-

—sincerely ; they are heavy, and of long stand- 
ing, and there is none worse in itself and its con- 
sequences than *^ agitation.^

in Ireland, beg leave to offer our congratulations 
on your Excellency's b^ng placed by our Sove<* 
reign in the exalted situation of his representa- 
tive in Ireland. 

In CNrdinary circumstances we would silently 
rgoice at being under the government of one so 
distinguished as your Excellency for those quali- 
ties which conciliate our afiecticms and command 
our respect ; but in the present political condi- 
tion of this country, we trust we shall not be 
censured if we deviate from our usual unobtru- 
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sive attention to our peculiar functions^ in order 
to express our gratitude to a patriotic Monarch 
for having committed the symbol of his authority 
into the hands of one endowed with the firmness 
and wisdom necessary to use it for the support of 
good order, and the protection of our cherished 
institutions. 

The President and Fellows of the College of 
Physicians, in common with all classes of reflect- 
ing Irishmen, rejoice that their country forms an 
integral portion of that powerful, free, and en- 
lightened monarchy, which exercises so great 
influence in the destinies of the human race ; and 
they are proud that her sons have largely contri- 
buted to its glories in the cabinet, the senate, and 
the field ; they cannot be insensible to the ad- 
vantages she derives from her intimate union 
with the sister island, in the common enjoyment 
of those sources of prosperity which have ren- 
dered Great Britain the envy of other nations ; 
they feel that the theatre for the display of Irish 
talent and energy has expanded from a province, 
to an empire, and the happy result of so enlarged 
a sphere of action is to their eyes fully proved in 
the increase of agricultural and commercial enter- 
prize, and above all, in the rapid progress of in- 
tellectual cultivation. 
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It is therefore with the most lively feelings 
of regret 9 that we see the career of indefinite im- 
provement thus opened, obstructed by the vio- 
lence of some who seek to dissolve that con- 
nexion which h^ placed our country on this lofty 
station, and reduce it to the condition of a nomi- 
nal independence, but of essential inferiority to 
Great Britain. We deeply lament that the exer- 
tions of so many of our countrymen should be 
diverted from the pacific but unfailing means of 
national happiness, and turned towards an object 
as unattainable as it would be pernicious. We 
trust, however, that through the magnanimity of 
your Excellency's measures, the delusion is be- 
ginning to be removed, that your well-tried love 
for Ireland, inspiring the confidence it so justly 
deserves, will soon be rewarded by a permanent 
tranquillity, and that the active spirit of Irish- 
men, will find employment in the generous rivalry 
of contending with her sister country in cultivat- 
ing the arts which develope the physical resources, 
and secure the political greatness of a people. 

Of the learned bodies of Ireland, the College 
of Physicians might be expected to feel the want 
of a resident aristocracy more than any other, 
but the prospect of professional advantage cannot 
prevent us from anticipating with alarm the evils 
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which would result from the separation of the 
Legislature of this country, from that of Great 
Britain, and we cannot hope to promote a pri- 
vate interest detached from the general good. 
We have, therefore, no selfish object in thus 
addressing your Excellency.— It is because we 
feel it the duty and privilege of all ranks of 
Irishmen, at this time to collect themselves under 
the protection of the throne, that we venture to 
lay before your Excellency, the honest, because 
disinterested sentiments of a scientific body, un- 
connected with any sectarian politics ; and we 
feel confident, that you will accept with your 
wonted benignity, this expression of our attach- 
ment to British connexion, devotion to our So- 
vereign, and affection to your Excellency's admi- 
nistration and person. 



ANSWER. 

I thank you sincerely for your Address. — 
Admirable as it is for its calm and rational view 
of the important question which has lately be- 
come a watchword of agitation, it is not the less 
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so for its disinterested honesty. Sound and libe- 
ral in political, it is also equally so in moral prin- 
ciple; The sentiments and feelings ivhich it 
speaks, are those which all Irishmen should^ and 
all respectable Irishmen do possess. That such 
feelings and sentiments are not universal, is a 
cause of pain and grief to me ; but while agita- 
tion is inculcated, this must be so ; while pro- 
fessing patriots mislead the ignorant, rouse the 
bad passions of the multitude, and utter wicked 
clamours and mischievous calumny against Great 
Britain, Ireland must remain unquiet, and even 
jealous of her natural ally and friend.

Mat it please your Excellency, 

WE) the Ministers and Elders of 
the General Synod of Ulster, specially convened, 
return our hearty and humble thanks to Almighty 
God for that wisdom, promptitude, firmness, and 
success, with which, in these troublous times, 
he has been pleased to bless your £xcellenc/s 
administration. And we do, in our own name, 
and in that of more than half a million of a 
peaceable, educated, and loyal people, present to 
your Excellency that dutiful respect which th^ 
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Scriptures inculcate, " first to the King, as su- 
preme, and then to Governors, as those who are 
sent by him.** 

The present is the only occasion upon which, 
during a period of upwards of two hundred years, 
the representatives of our Church have been as- 
sembled for the purpose of addressing the head of 
our local Government ; but when the Legislative 
Union of the kingdom is threatened and endan- 
gered, — a union upon which, in our opinion, de- 
pend the prosperity and peace of the empire, and 
the rank which it occupies in the. scale of nations. 
Though generally averse, and seldom accustomed 
to interfere in political matters, we feel it an im- 
perative duty publicly to express our sentiments 
upon the important question. 

Your Excellency is no doubt aware, that our 
Presbyterian Church in Ulster is an original 
branch of the Church of Scotland, inheriting its 
principles in doctrine, discipline, and worship. 
Planted in Ireland in the reign of James the First, 
our fathers, at many trying and momentous pe- 
riods, stood the impregnable fortress of civil and 
religious liberty, and formed the inseparable bond 
of British connexion. Accustomed by education 
and hereditary attachments to look to Scotland 
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as the cradle of our religion and liberties, we there 
discover not merely an example of the incon- 
veniences of a federative^ but the blessings of a 
legislative union ; nor is there, in our opinion, any 
reason why a measure, so happily successful in the 
case of Scotland and England, should not be 
equally successful between Great Britain and Ire- 
land. That it has, in fact, been successful, we 
believe and we feel ; and that it has not effected 
greater good, we must chiefly attribute to that 
restless spirit of agitation which interrupts the 
efforts of native industry, and prevents the influx 
of British capital. 

Firmly believing that our prosperity and 
safety are, under Providence, dependent upon the 
unimpaired continuance of the Legislative Union 
of the kingdoms, we come forward to express the 
unanimous determination of ourselves and our 
people to support your Excellency in suppressing 
the factious agitation of the question of repeal, 
and preserving the Union inviolate. The agitation 
of the question may indeed unsettle the public 
mind, disturb the public tranquillity, impede the 
march of public improvement, and introduce the 
complicated evils of anarchy and civil war ; but 
let Great Britain be guided by the principles of 
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Scriptural legislation, and strong in the protection 
of an overruling Providence, and the loyal at- 
tachment of an overwhelming majority of her 
people, the dissolution of the Legislative Union 
can never be accomplished. 

But while we thus express our unshaken at- 
tachment to Great Britain, and our unfeigned sa- 
tisfaction at the success which has attended your 
Excellency's measures for the suppression of a 
ruinous agitation, yet, as the lineal descendants of 
the men to whose sufferings, constancy, and £auth- 
fiilness, Great Britain stands indebted for much 
of what is excellent in her free institutions ; and 
as inheriting their unshaken attachment to the 
great and the Scriptural principles of civil and 
religious liberty, we cannot avoid expressing our 
deep regret that circumstances should have oc* 
curred to require that legislative enactment which 
your Excellency has so seasonably and success- 
fully called into operation, but which in itself 
must be regarded as inconsistent with the spirit of 
the Constitution. This act, we doubt not, your 
Excellency was compelled reluctantly to enforce ; 
but as emergencies have at times rendered neces- 
sary the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act, 
that great bulwark of personal freedom, so, we 
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believe, have the emergencies of these days de- 
manded that the legislature should meet a new 
and threatening disease with a correspondently 
powerful remedy. In common, however, with 
the friends of constitutional principles, we shall 
rejoice to see the disease and the remedy pass 
away together, and for ever. 

Yet firmly as we feel attached to British con- 
nexion, highly as, we admire the British Consti- 
tution, and confidently as we rely upon Britain's 
power, to these we look back as secondary instru- 
ments in the hands of Divine Providence. We 
look to that " God who ruleth in the armies of 
^' Heaven, and amongst the inhabitants of the 
" earth, who stilleth the tumults of the people, 
" and maketh his servants to dwell safely.'' To 
his grace and providential care we commend our 
Sovereign and your Excellency, his represen- 
tative, with all our rulers and fellow-subjects; 
and we pray, that by the blessed influence of the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, 
every cause and ground of separation and ani- 
mosity may be happily and speedily removed, 
and that all ranks and classes in the land 
may be united into one people, with one heart, 
under Him ** who is head over all things to 
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" the Church, the King of kings and Lord of 
" lords."

suffice it to say, that I entirely concur in the sen- 
timents you have so clearly and so forcibly ex- 
pressed. 

I trust tl^t the distressyig agitation which 
has seriously sliaken the bonds of social order and 
of neigKbourly love are fast subsiding. 

r am truly grateful that I have been made 
the humble instrument of promoting this de- 
sirable end. Under Providence I hope for the 
happiest results, and whilst I consciously feel 
that I am entirely under the control and gui- 
dance of that Providence, I feel it nevertheless 
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to be my imperative duty, as it is that of every 
member of the State, to exert every faculty of the 
mind in the advancement of the good of our 
common country.

We have seai the Government of Ireland 
confided to your Excellency at a period of diffi- 
culty really unexampled, when the most assiduous 
efforts have been made by systematic perseve- 
rance in opposition to the established laws of the 
land, tending to alienate the affections of his Ma- 
jesty's subjects from their allegiance to one of the 
best of Kings that ever sat on the British Throne, 
and from the laws and British Constitution. 
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We beg leave unequivocally to state, that 
we regard the Legislative Union between Great 
Britain and Ireland as the immutable law of the 
empire, and that we are determined to preserve 
its continuance by the sacrifice of our lives and 
fortunes if necessary. 

Under all the difficulties in which the coun- 
try has been placed since your Excellency's ac- 
cession to the Government of Ireland, your Ex- 
cellency has been able, by an admixture of firm- 
ness and impartial justice in the administration of 
the laws, to repress and curb the ill-disposed, to 
encourage the hopes and expectations of all those 
attached to the existing order of things, to the se- 
curity of property, and to the maintenance and 
stability of the British empire. 

For that share of the Irish people which we 
may naturally assume to represent, while we felici- 
tate ourselves on having your Excellency as our 
Chief Governor, we sincerely hope your Excel- 
lency may be enabled long to continue in a course 
so conducive to the peace and prosperity of 
Ireland. 
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ANSWER. 

I offer you my sincerest thanks for the ex- 
pressions of your kind attachment and regard. 

It was indeed at a period of the most ap- 
palling difficulties that I w^ called upon by our 
most gracious and beloved Sovereign to represent 
his Majesty in this part of his dominions. 

I came here full of confidence in the loyalty 
of the people of Ireland. I knew they were la- 
bouring under severe hardships ; that they were 
under the influence of very pernicious delusions as 
to their causes, and that in none was the delusion 
greater, or likely to be more calamitous, than in 
that which regards the union of Great Britain and 
Ireland. But I knew that I was to serve in con-

We, the High Sheriff and Grand 
Jury of the County of Down, assembled at Down- 
patrick, at Spring Assizes, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-one, feel it incumbent upon 
us at this time to declare our unalterable attach- 
ment to his Majesty's Throne and illustrious 
House, and our determination to maintain the 
Constitution and to support the laws of the 
realm. 

We deeply lament the efforts which have 
been made to mislead the unthinking and igno- 
rant, by agitating the question of a repeal of the 
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Union with Great Britain^ a measure which has 
so happily conduced to unite the two countries, 
and, by strengthening the power of the empire, is 
eminently calculated to draw forth the numerous 
and latent resources of Ireland, and to promote 
her best interests, in regard to agriculture, manu- 
factures, and commerce. 

Whilst we regret the necessity your Excel- 
lency was under of having recourse to the extra- 
ordinary powers vested in your Excellency by the 
wisdom of Parliament, we beg leave to assure 
your Excellency of the satisfaction with which we 
have witnessed the triumph of the laws over those 
ill-disposed individuals who had planned the 
disturbance of the public peace ; and we pledge 
ourselves that no efforts shall be wanting on our 
parts to maintain the general tranquillity, and 
more especially for preserving inviolate that union, 
which we consider so essential to the interests of 
the empire at large, and of Ireland in particular*

With feelings of delight, gratitude, 
and confidence, we take leave to approach your 
Excellency. — Of delight, at beholding amongst 
us the representative of our gracious Monarch, 
King William the Fourth. — Of gratitude, for the 
parental solicitude thus nobly evinced by your 
Excellency in undertaking personally the arduous, 
but humane and generous task, of investigating 
the causes of disturbance in this County. — And 
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of confidence in your Excellency's intentions to 
ameliorate, to the fullest extent in your Excel- 
lency's power, the privations and sufferings of the 
people. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
the want of employment in every branch of trade 
has reduced the mechanics, artisans, and la- 
bourers of this town to extreme poverty, part of 
the year approaching to actual starvation, and 
obliged to live upon the bounty of the better 
classes of inhabitants. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
this town is in the centre of one of the finest agri- 
cultural countries in the world, possessing all the 
advantages nature can bestow, but want of capi- 
tal and employment has rendered those advan- 
tages to the present of no value to us. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
for several years we have been petitioning and 
soliciting to have a canal cut from this town to 
communicate with the navigable part of the Fer- 
gus, in order that the people might have employ- 
ment, and the better to enable the agriculturist 
to ship his corn, butter, and pork, from the capi- 
tal of the county to its destination in England, 
or elsewhere, instead of being obliged, in most 
instances, to transmit those several articles by 
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cars to Limerick, there to be 8hipped»at an enor- 
mous expense. 

That such a work, at this period of distress 
in the country, would give employment to the 
tradesmen of every description and labourers in 
this town, and save their fiatmilies from the dis- 
tressing recurrences of the last summer* 

We further humbly state to your Excel- 
lency, that the want of a .barrack for anny in 
this town has deprived the trade of the circu- 
lation of large sums of money, which the army 
circulate wherever they are quartered. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
another great cause of distress in this town has 
arisen from the operation of the Subletting Act, 
which has driven the unfortunate evicted .tenant 
from the residence >of his ancestors in the coun- 
try, to seek shelter in some lane or alley in the 
town ; the consequence has been, that the.popula- 
tion has increased one-fourth in > five years, and 
that of the poorest and most miserable class. 

We respectfully state to your Excellency, 
that in our humble judgment, had there been a 
resident Legislature for the last thirty years, 
those miseries and privations would not have ari- 
sen ; or if they had, would have been redressed 
ere they attained to the alarming extent they 
have. 
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These causes, and want of encouragement 
for trade, by building or otherwise, have reduced 
your Memonalists to extreme poverty. 

We therefore humbly and respectfully solicit 
that your Excellency may be graciously pleased 
to lay before our illustrious Monarch the causes 
of our distress, that he in his wisdom, and from 
the affection he upon all occasions expressed 
towards his Irish subjects, may be graciously 
pleased to submit our privations to his Govern- 
ment.

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ANSWER. 

My sentiments on the subject of the Legis- 
lative Union, to which your Address refers, have 
been so often expressed, and are so well known, 
that I do not consider it necessary to repeat them. 
I can assure you that no person can feel a greater 
anxiety than I do to improve the condition of the 
mechanics, artisans, and labourers of this king- 
dom, and that the attention of his Majesty's Go- 
vernment is most anxiously directed to every 
means that can tend to the prosperity of this por- 
tion of the empire. You must be aware that I 
have not now the power of directing that the 
local works, to which your Address refers, shall 
be undertaken. I shall, however, examine any 
plans or estimate of the proposed canal that may 
be submitted to me, and give every assistance in 
my power to the prosecution of that or any other 
public works that shall be found, on inquiry, to 
be conducive to the prosperity of the town of 
Ennis. 
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I would remind you, that any relief afforded 
by expenditures on public works would be found 
to be merely temporary, unless such works tended, 
by giving facilities to commerce, to induce the 
investment of capital in trade, and that you can- 
not expect that this will be done so long as dis- 
turbances, which render property insecure, con- 
tinue to disgrace your country. It is therefore 
your interest, as well as your duty, to assist in re- 
pressing these disturbances ; while they exist, no 
measures for the improvement of the condition of 
the labouring classes can be carried into execu- 
tion. It will afibrd me much pleasure if it shall 
be found that my visit to the County of Clare 
in any degree contributed to the restoration of 
order, and I shall always retain a grateful recol- 
lection of the expressions of personal regard I 
have received from the inhabitants of the town of 
Ennis. .

PEOPLE OF CLARE. 



Affril, 1831. 

The humble Address of the impoverished and 
destitude People of Clare, amounting to about 
the number of one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand. 

May it please youe Excellency, 

With feelings of delight, grati- 
tude, and confidence, we hail your .Excellency's 
arrival. — Feelings of delight, in beholding the 
representative of our gracious Monarch, King 
William the Fourth, amongst us.— Of gratitude, 
for the parental soUcitude thus nobly evinced by 
your Excellency, in undertaking the arduous but 
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humane and generous task of investigating perso* 
nally the causes of disturbance in this county. — 
And feelings of confidence in the sincerity of 
your Excellency's intentions to ameliorate, to the 
fullest extent in your power, the distresses which 
prevail to an alarming degree. 

We humbly take leave to state to your 
Excellency, that the following are the real causes 
of disturbance :— 

For a series of years previous to the year 
1800, our forefathers held several extensive tracts 
of land in this county, upon leases generally of 
one life, or twenty-one years, which, according as 
the term expired, was renewed by the resident 
landlord to the tenant, at a fair and reasonable 
rent. 

That from the year 1800 a large portion of 
the aristocracy and gentry of this county left 
their ancient residences, and went to reside in 
foreign countries, leaving their tenantry to the 
management of land agents ; the consequence has 
been, that according as the respective farms, held 
as before stated, became out of lease, they were 
let in large &rms to graziers and land-jobbers to 
fatten black cattle and sheep, and we, die descen- 
dants of the old and faithful tenantry, have been 
cast upon the world, homeless wanderers, to seek 
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shelter for ourselves and our helpless families in 
huts or cabins built in bogs or commons, the 
residence of our forefathers being levelled to the 
earth by those land-jobbers. 

We humbly state to your Excellracy that 
the principal means of support our families have 
had for nearly thirty years, is the potatoe crop, 
and one half the year without milk ; as to flesh 
meat, we scarcely ever can procure more than 
twice a year, namely, Easter Sunday and Christ- 
mas-day. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that hav- 
ing but little Imid, and that of the most inferior 
kind, and numbers of us no land at all in our pos- 
session, we are obliged to pay at the rate of six 
to eight pounds an acre for muck or con-acre for 
one crop. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
the frequent inclemency of the seasons has ren- 
dered the crops so bad, that we are obliged to 
leave the crop on the premises in lieu of the rent, 
forfeiting our seed and labour, and frequently pro- 
cessed, and decreed for the difference between 
what the crop. thus left sells for and our original 
contract ; in consequence of which our families are 
often obliged in the summer season to pluck the 
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rape-leaf and wild nettle-top for their suste- 
nance. 

We humbly ^tate to your Excellency, that 
we have frequently, in supplicating and respectful 
terms, stated our grievances to the now resident 
gentry and landholders of the county, but up to 
this period they have taken no measures to relieve 
our distress ; on the contrary, some of them have 
often told us they considered all ties between 
them and the people for ever severed, in conse- 
quence of our having exercised our undoubted 
and constitutional right in 1828, contrary to the 
will of our landlords. * 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that a 
further cause for the miseries and distresses of 
this county has arisen out of the system of Grand 
Jury jobbing, carried on to a shameful and un- 
precedented extent for thirty years, which, while 
it puts large sums of money into the pockets of 
the Grand Jurors themselves, and a heavy tax 
upon the poor cottiered tenants, affords no bene- 
fit to the labouring classes, the roads being made 
by the tenants of those Grand Jurors to pay an 
enormous rack-rent, which in no other shape 
could possibly be paid for the land. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
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another great cause of the evils and mUeries of 
this county are lay and impropriate tithes exacted 
from the industry and hard labour of the people, 
averaging a suih of one and sixpence to two shil- 
lings and sixpence an acre, which, in eight cases 
out of ten, is paid to the agent of absentees to be 
spent in foreign countries. 

We humbly state to your Excellency a not 
less distressing cause of poverty, which is enor- 
mous sums of money exacted from the hard- 
working tiller of the land under the title of Vestry, 
which the applotters and collectors pretend is for 
the repairs of the Church, but in truth, and in 
fact, the four-fifths of which collection go to sup- 
ply the Incumbent-house with those comforts 
denied to us. 

We humbly abstain from the introduction of 
the subject of tithes to the Protestant Clergy, 
lest we should be supposed to introduce any topic 
which by any possibility could subject us to the 
imputation of sectarian feeling, the great portion 
of your Excellency's Memorialists being Catho- 
lics, leaving it entirely to your Excellency's wis- 
dom and benignity to consider whether the mem- 
bers of one Church should pay out of the hard 
earnings of their labour and sweat of their brow 
for the support of the richest Church Establish- 
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ment in the world , to the doctrines of which, in 
conscience, we do not, nor cannot subscribe. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
another most grievojis cause for the unhappy and 
discontented state of the country, is want of em- 
ployment for the mechanic, artisan, or labourer, 
although there are many thousand acres of land 
in this county, which, if reclaimed, would give 
employment, food, raiment, and comfort to the 
starving thousands that now humbly and suppli- 
catingly approach your Excellency with this un- 
happy, not exaggerated, statement of their suf- 
ferings. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
in addition to the foregoing causes of privation, 
the average price of labour in this county is six- 
pence per day, from six in the morning to six in 
the afternoon, without breakfast or dinner ; and 
even that is not to be had upon an average of 
more than three days in the week. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
our unfortunate families average about six indi- 
viduals in each family, obliged to exist upon one 
and sixpence, or two shillings, a week, and many 
weeks not able to procure that same. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
another most grievous cause for the miseries of 
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this county is that penal law, — the Subletting 
Act ; an Act since it came into operation has not 
only driven thousands from their houses in a state 
of destitution, and sometimes. star^^ation, but has 
deprived the present occupiers of the power of 
relieving your Memorialists, some of whom would 
be very willing to let a portion of the land to the 
people but from a fear of eviction by the ab- 
sentee's agent, who in almost every instance would 
take advantage of the clauses in this depopulating 
Act, 

We respectfully state to your Excellency, 
that, in our humble judgment, the want of a re- 
sident Legislature has been the cause of privations 
and sufferings of your Memorialists, for we hum- 
bly state, that the evils complained of would not 
have continued to exist for thirty years without 
amelioration from an Irish House of Parliament. 

The foregoing facts are the real and true 
cause of discontent and disturbance in this coun- 
try, and not, as unfairly and unfoundedly attri- 
buted to us, want of loyalty to our gracious 
Monarch ; in that we yield to no part of his Ma- 
jesty's dominions, and were our stations in life as 
free from suffering as our allegiance is sincere, 
our county would never have been reduced to 
such a state as to create the necessity of having 
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your Excellency's kind and paternal feelings sub- 
jected to the pain of witnessing our present un- 
fortunate condition. 

We therefore humbly and respectfully pray, 
that your Excellency may be graciously pleased 
to lay before our gracious Monarch the facts 
herein set forth, fully convinced, that when his 
gracious Majesty, through your Excellency, is 
informed of the real cause of our sufferings and 
discontent, he will, with that paternal fondness 
upon all occasions evinced by him towards his 
people of Ireland, direct the Government to adopt 
such measures as may relieve us, his people, from 
the awfiil, but likely, recurrences of famine and 
fever, which, alas, have been but too familiar to 
the peasantry of Ireland for the last thirty years. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, that 
there are upwards of two hundred thousand pounds 
a year absentee rents sent out of this county, one 
shilling of which is not spent in Ireland. 

That those absentee noblemen and gentry 
have some hundred thousand acres of reclainniable 
land on their estates, upon which, if they gave 
encouragement and employment to the people, 
they would not only increase the value of their 
estates, but would afford subsistence, and gene-

rally ameliorate the condition of many thousands 
of your Petitioners. 

We humbly state to your Excellency, we are 
ready to work at any species of labour or em- 
plo3rment that can save our families from starvsir 
tion ; and we humbly and respectfully state^ that 
ameliorating measures will have more effect in 
restoring peace, tranquillity, and confidence, than 
Bayonets and Insurrection Acts,— ^eath cannot 
have much terror for persons in the last extremity 
of destitution.

We feel that our warmest thanks are due to 
your Excellency, for the kind and parental con- 
sideration which has influenced your visit on the 
present occasion. 

The disturbed and distracted state of our 
county, originating as it does from v^drious causes 
and grievances, calls for immediate and prompt 
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remedies, and we feel we cannot better evince our 
thankfulness and gratitude to the kind represen- 
tative of our most gracious Sovereign, than by 
pledging ourselves to co-operate with him in his 
praiseworthy exertions, to restore to this county 
that peace and tranquillity for which it has been 
so remarkable in times of disorganization in other 
counties. 

Your Excellency has come amongst us for 
the laudable purpose of judging for yourself, and 
of endeavouring to suppress disturbance, without 
resorting to harsh and unconstitutional mea- 
sures. We therefore feel that every possible assis- 
tance should be afforded your Excellency, iit 
order to enable you to form a just judgment on 
the unparalleled disorganization of society at 
present afflicting this part of the United King- 
dom; and in obedience to this dutiful feeling, 
we beg leave respectfully to call your Excel- 
lency s attention to the national anomaly of a 
vigorous and industrious population, in a fertile 
country, enduring privations unexampled in any 
of the kingdoms of Europe. 

Instructed, as we are assured your Excel- 
lency is, in the economy of the country, and 
anxious for its well being, we avoid embarrassing 
your Excellency by any painful details, and con- 
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elude with a sanguine expression of our hope, 
that such measures will be introduced by his 
Majesty's Government, as will tend to ameliorate 
the condition of the people, and give more staple 
security to property in Ireland.

The Address of the Magistrates^ Clergy, and 
Landed Proprietors of the County of Clare. 

Mat it please your Excellency, 

With feelings of gratitude, anxiety, 
and hope, we hail your Excellency's arrival in 
this county, and beg leave to offer the assurance 
of our respect for your Excellency's person and 
Government. 

We return our grateful thanks for your 
Excellency's endeavour to subdue the spirit of 
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insubordination to the laws, which has of late so 
fearfully manifested itself in this county, by 
sending a large military force to the assistance of 
the civil power. 

It is with deep regret we have to state, that 
hitherto no effectual check has been put to the 
outrages which disgrace this unhappy county, 
but, on the contrary, that they progress, and are 
progressing daily — hourly. The evil spirit (for 
some time confined to a single barony) has now 
extended to every part of it ; the combinations 
by which they are effected are of such a nature, 
as to baffle the utmost vigilance of the local 
authorities, and have produced such a system of 
terror, as to force nearly the whole male adult 
population (in self defence) to enter into them. 

We look forward with confidence in your 
Excellency, to the adoption of such measures, as 
in your wisdom may appear most efficacious for 
restoring to this distracted county the authority 
of the laws, and that should further legislative 
enactments appear necessary, your Excellency 
will be pleased to recommend them to the speedy 
consideration of his Majesty's Government ; and 
we hesitate not to assure your Excellency of our 
readiness to make every sacrifice, consistent with 
the preservation of life and property, that may 
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be deemed necessary to restore that good feeling 
between the different ranks of his Ms^esty's sub* 
jectSy which can alone give permanent efiect to 
those measures that Government may adopt. 



ANSWER. 



I beg you to accept my warmest thanks for 
the flattering expressions of your personal regard 
for me, and for your confidence in my Govern- 
ment. 

I deplore with you, that the spirit of insub- 
ordination and violence, which has manifested 
itself in this county, has not yielded to the power 
of the law, or to the operations of the military 
force with which I have felt it my duty to assist 
the exertions of the civil power*. In coming 
amongst you, it has been my object and anxious 
desire to inform myself, by all the means which 
my presence was likely to afford, of the causes 
which have produced the outrages and disorders 
which have for some time prevailed in this fine 
and fertile county. Be assured, that whatever 
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be the measures which the result of that inquiry 
may lead me to advise or to adopt, they will be 
prompted by the most anxious solicitude to re- 
store the authority of the law, and establish the 
blessings of tranquillity and peace. The restora- 
tion of good feeling between the different ranks 
of his Majesty's subjects, can alone give perma- 
nent effect to such measures as may be adopted 
for these salutary purposes. Upon zealous exer- 
tions for this purpose, must ultimately depend 
the complete restoration of social order, and 
public confidence, and the best security for their 
continuance. 

I trust that the presence of the representative 
of a King, strikingly devoted to the welfare of his 
people, will be taken as a pledge, that the atten- 
tion of his Majesty's Government is anxiously di- 
rected to the condition of this county; and while 
I hesitate not to state, that whatever be the 
grievances or causes of complaint of any classes of 
its population, they will receive from me the 
fullest degree of attention, I must, on the other 
hand, say, that so long as an organized system of 
resistance to the laws continues to exist, it is im- 
possible to administer any efficacious measure of 
relief. Unconditional and unequivocal submis- 
sion to the law is therefore as much the interest, 
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as it is the duty, of those who have, in the attempt 
to redress the injuries thus complained of, outraged 
the rights of their fellow'-subjects, and engaged in 
a career of rapine and of bloodshed.

The nature of the outrages which have 
for some time prevailed in the County of Clare, 
and which may soon extend to other counties, 
requires the immediate consideration and de- 
cided exertions, not only of the magistrates and 
gentry, but of every farmer, and of every person 
of substance who has property of any kind. Of 
those outrages, the spoliation of property of every 
kind, no matter whether its owner be high or low, 
more or less rich or poor, is an unequivocal object. 
If the system of intimidation, which has gained 
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ground by the apathy and inertness of some classes 
of the community, be permitted to continue, — 
if the protection of property, or even self-preser- 
vation, do not prompt the well-disposed to act, 
and to act vigorously and immediately, there is 
reason to fear that all must be at the mercy of 
those whose actions have been uniformly marked 
by cruelty and cowardice. 

The Government has done, and will do, all 
in its power to aid the efforts of every man who 
will have the fortitude and common sense to co- 
operate with it, and resist the tyranny under 
which the country is groaning ; but the power of 
Government cannot be present to act every where, 
or on each particular emergency. Predatory and 
nightly attacks, irregularly and simultaneously 
made in various quarters, cannot be efiectually 
and immediately met by any use of police or mi- 
litary force, however numerous or judiciously dis- 
tributed. Let the well-disposed, therefore, learn 
from their enemies, that as ^^ union is the main 
source, and secrecy their strength," so it is the 
best mode of undermining it, and of baffling their 
operations. But as long as those who have regard 
to property or life remain passive and unresisting, 
as if they had no regard for either, they may be 
sure that the arm of the law, and the power of the 
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Government, can with difficulty arrest the pro- 
gress of anarchy and outrage. The evil before us 
suggests and teaches its own remedy : it is, in a 
word, " Union/* And how is this to be applied 
and put in execution ? simply thus : — Let the 
magistrates, the gentry, the clergy, the farmers, 
and every man who has an interest in the peace 
of the country, combine in their respective dis- 
tricts, whether parishes or townlands ; let them 
take in turn, by day and by night, with such as- 
sistance of the police or military as can be afforded 
to them, and without it when it cannot be had, 
the duty of perambulating and patroling their re- 
spective districts ; whether they are to have fire- 
arms or not seems not material, for there are 
abundant and recent proofs that the disturbers of 
the peace will fly from a single determined man, 
who will resolutely oppose them, even with a 
pitchfork or a spade. The man who is engaged 
in the preservation of the peace always must, and 
will have, the advantage over those to whom he 
is opposed, and who, if they engage in the con- 
flict at all, must do so under an internal con- 
sciousness of guilt, and the fearful conviction that 
if they resist till they are caught or detected, they 
must inevitably suffer its penalties. Such com- 
batants never can fight on equal terms. The 
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law is a source of confidence to the one9.*-^^f re- 
straint to the other. If these arguments, which 
have their origin in the very principles of our 
nature, required any further inculcation, it will 
be found in this indisputable truth, that the 
wicked will always in the end be betrayed by each 
other. How can any man trust a companicm in 
guilt, who knows that the justice of the country 
is every day indebted to informers as its auxiliaries ? 
Besides all this, it must never be forgotten, that 
amongst those who swell the numbers of the pub- 
lic violators of the peace, there are multitudes 
who are misguided and deceived, and still greater 
numbers, who, acting under coercion and the 
influence of fear, must be impelled to fly when 
they apprehend danger in the exposure of their 
persons. 

If those whose interest it is, no less than 
their duty, will marshal themselves on the side of 
law and social order, — if they will not tamely 
and passively continue to submit to aggression 
and to insult, which the very first law of our na* 
ture should stimulate them to repel,— if they as- 
sume a portion of that courage, which it would 
seem that incendiaries and assassins have almost 
entirely engrossed, they will indisputably find the 
face of things rapidly change ; supporting and 
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supported by the law, — assured of the utmost 
means of assistance, which it is equally the deter- 
mination, as it is the duty, of the Government to 
afibrd them, tliey will prove an overmatch for the 
disturbers of the peace, and have the proud and 
solid satisfaction of having acted as good subjects, 
been the main instruments of restoring the autho- 
rity of the law, and with it the best security for 
property, and liberty, and life.

of the distress they labour under. Never was 
there a period when famine and disease visited 
us with more formidable appearances than at pre- 
sent. 

We inhabit a district extending from the 
Bay of Cleggan, along the Hilleries, a distance of 
twenty miles, without a single resident landlord, 
with the exception of Henry Blake, Esq., of Ren- 
syle : the great bulk of the other property sub- 
ject to the management of agents under the 
courts. Wishing to be furnished with authentic 
statements of the distress in this parish, we have 
selected two persons of every townland, to make 
oath to the actual state that each family is in 
with regard to food, and find the following to be 
their return : —

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We have forwarded a memorial to your Ex- 
cellency a few days since, pra3ring for relief; 
would have done so sooner, but waiting the result 
of a petition to Parliament, claiming its attention 
to our distress. We supplicate your Excellency 
will grant immediate relief to a wretched people, 
already victims to disease and famine, and ex- 
tend to this parish a portion of Government and 
permanent aid, by way of employment; the more 
so, as we have not hitherto received but a very 
small proportion of the grants for public works. 

For the convenience of the poor, it would 
be desirable, that any relief sent to this Paiish 
would be forwarded to the Bays of Ballinakill, 
Killerey, and the island of Boffin ; and wish your 
Excellency a safe return. 



ANSWER. 



I am sensibly affected by the picture which 
you have so feelingly drawn of the untoward 
circumstances and authenticated distress under 
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which the Parish of Ballinakill labours, arising, 
as you state, from the want of a resident proprie* 
tary, and the present prevailing scarcity. 

In a free state, it may be difficult, if not im- 
practicable, to control by legislative enactments 
the former of those evils. It is, however, for the 
wisdom of Government to consider, whether some 
palliative may not be found, by legal provisions^ 
to give to the indigent inhabitants of this country^ 
a substitute for tlie fostering protection of a resi- 
dent gentry. 

The sympathy of the Government, and of 
the people of England, has been excited by tlie 
privations and sufferings to which you so feel- 
ingly allude. 

The former, by a grant, upon loan, for the 
promotion of public works ; and the latter, by 
contributions to relieve urgent distress, have 
maintained their character for charitable atten- 
tion to the wants of the people. 

But these are measures of mere temporary 
expediency. — ^To the calling forth of her own 
internal resources, by a due application of energy 
and industry ; but first of all, by a strict and 
peaceable submission to the laws, must Ireland 
be indebted for her future prosperity.— For what- 
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ever share I may individually have in the promo- 
tion of this most desirable object, Fshall have my 
full compensation in witnessing Irishmen prospe- 
rous, contented, and happy.

We beg leave respectfully to

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hearted and grateful people, hail with satisfaction 
and delight your presence amongst us* 

The high estimation in which your exalted 
character is so justly held, and our gratitude for 
the anxious solicitude you have evinced, and the 
sacrifices you have made for Ireland's prosperity, 
would at any time induce us to pay you the tri- 
bute of our admiration and respect. But we feel 
ourselves particularly called on at this moment to 
tender the homage of our warmest acknowledg- 
ments, when we behold your Excellency forsaking 
your domestic comforts and the enjoyments of 
society in the metropolis, to view, and personally 
ascertain the extent of that awful distress witJi 
which it has pleased Providence to visit this por- 
tion of the United Empire. 

That unremitting attention bestowed by your 
Excellency on the government of Ireland must 
have already made you acquainted with those 
alarming visitations which periodically desolate 
the land, and reduce a laborious and industrious 
peasantry to the extreme of poverty, destitution, 
and want. These calamities, in our opinion, are 
mainly to be attributed to the total absence of all 
employment, save the cultivation of the soil. 
This circumstance creates such a competition for 
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land, that it cannot be obtained except at an 
exorbitant rent, which, together with various 
oppressive local taxes, leaves no adequate remune- 
ration for labour, disqualifies the occupier of the 
land from accumulating wealth or capital to meet 
the exigencies of an increasing population, and 
deprives the poor man of the means to support 
life, or provide a suitable competency for his 
family. 

Our intercourse with the population of this 
country enables us to state, that their condition 
has been considerably deteriorated since the in- 
auspicious period when the linen trade became an 
unprofitable concern. The destruction of this 
branch of useful industry is the more to be de- 
plored, as it deprives the industrious poor man 
and his family of that profitable employment, 
which rendered them, in some measure, indepen- 
dent of the vicissitudes of the revolving seasons. 

But while we lament the miseries by which 
we are surrounded, we derive no small consolation 
from the sympathies displayed by your Excel- 
lency, and your anxiety to apply suitable reme-* 
dies to existing evils. Ardently do we wish, that 
the landlords of this country may zealously imi- 
tate the noble example, and co-operate with your 
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Excellency in carrying your benevolent designs 
into effect. Then we would no longer have to 
complain of the monstrous anomaly of death by 
starvation in the midst of abundance ; and the 
population of this country, for Arhich nature has 
done so much, would no longer exhibit a spectacle 
of human misery, unknown in any other part of 
the civilized world. 

In our humble endeavours to minister conso- 
lation we shall not cease to inculcate obedience to 
the laws, submission and respect to the consti- 
tuted authorities, peace and good will among all 
classes of his Majesty's subjects, and dutiful and 
loyal attachment to our beloved Sovereign and 
his illustrious Representative. Thus will we best 
forward your Excellency's benevolent wishes of 
diffusing peace and prosperity and gladness 
throughout the land.

disaifection, and ultimately tending to loosen the 
bonds by which society is held together.

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nevolence displayed by your Excellency in visiting 
those districts which Providence has been pleased 
to afflict with unexampled distress. 

Although we are free in this immediate 
neighbourhood from that extreme distress so pre- 
valent in other districts, we have to state to your 
Excellency a total want of employment for the 
poor, and that the condition of the peasantry, 
generally, has been, within the last few years, 
most materially deteriorated, in consequence of 
the linen trade being rendered totally unprofitable 
by the abolition of the bounties on exportation of 
Irish linen. 

This trade, a few years since, was so consider- 
able in Tuam that there was a weekly expenditure 
of money in the purchase of linen and yarn to the 
amount of two thousand pounds, which diffused a 
spirit of comfort and industry among the traders 
of the town and the agriculturists for several miles 
around ; whilst the weekly circulation of money 
in the trade at the present day does not exceed 
one hundred pounds. 

To this circumstance is mainly attributa- 
ble the decay of our town, and the distress and 
misery of the poor of our neighbourhood. 

Being satisfied that the paternal regards of 
our patriot King are fully represented by a bene- 
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volent Viceroy, we would venture to express a 
hope, that the causes of the periodical calamities 
of ^Eimine will be minutely examined > and reme- 
dies applied to prevent their recurrence. 

We earnestly pray your Excellency may live 
long to see happily realized the beneficial effects 
of the great measure of Catholic Emancipation, 
accelerated in a great degree by your Excellency, 
which will, we anticipate, be materially assisted 
in its ameliorating operation by the proposed 
Reform Bill; and we humbly solicit that your 
Excellency will be pleased to honour us with 
your permission to enrol the name of Anglesey 
among the Freemen of this ancient and loyal 
Corporation.

Wb, the undersigned Bankers, Mer- 
chants, Linen, Woollen and Cotton Manufacturers, 
Brewers, Iron Founders, &c. of the City of Dub- 
lin, beg leave humbly to tender to your Excel- 
lency our grateful acknowledgments of the favour 
conferred upon us by his Majesty's Government, 
in recommending to Parliament the abolition of 
the duty on coals ; an advantage for which we 
are sensible that we are in no small degree in-

debted to your Excellency's favourable represen- 
tations in our behalf, and to that sincere desire to 
promote the prosperity of this country, which your 
Excellency has always evinced. 

We are aware that your Excellency possesses 
much valuable information upon this subject; 
there are, however, some local circumstances of 
great importance to the interests of the City of 
Dublin, to which we solicit your Excellency's fa- 
vourable attention. We humbly represent to your 
Excellency, that the benefits contemplated by the 
Legislature, in repealing the coal duty, can be but 
very imperfectly enjoyed by us, unless the trade 
in coal shall be rendered completely free. It is 
well known to all persons practically acquainted 
with the trade of Ireland at the present time, that 
our exports consist chiefly of raw produce and 
cattle ; and that the numerous vessels engaged in 
this bulky trade cannot find suitable back-cargoes, 
and frequently return in ballast. It is in evidence, 
before a Committee of the House of Commons 
in the last Session, that if the owners of these 
vessels were permitted to discharge coals in Irish 
ports, free from interference on the part of the 
Revenue, and from local exactions, that a ready 
medium would be afforded for the importation of 
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large quantities of coals, at a very cheap rate, to 
the great benefit both of manufacturers and of the 
poor. It is equally known, however, and ad- 
mitted, that the restraints and delay consequent 
upon the collection of any revenue, however tri- 
fling, would wholly defeat this object. 

Exclusive of the duty paid to the Crown, we 
beg leave to represent to your Excellency, that a 
local duty of eleven pence per ton has been here- 
tofore levied in Dublin for the use of the Commis- 
sioners of Wide Streets. By the Act 51 Geo. III. 
chap. 11 y under the authority of which this duty 
is now levied, it is enacted, that it shall continue 
up to the twenty-fifth of Marclar one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-two, and no longer. 
We humbly entreat for this part of the subject 
your Excellency's particular attention ; and if it 
shall appear that the sum which this duty is likely 
to produce, for a single year^ cannot be dispensed 
with, that some other mode of nusing it may be 
devised. But we humbly submit to your Excels 
lency's serious consideration, whether any im^ 
provement now remain'mg to be made by the 
Commissioners of Wide Streets can be deemed a 
justification for continuing, even for a day, a tax 
upon the fuel of our poor, or a restraint upon the 
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progress of manufactures, their principal depend- 
ance for employment and subsistence. 

Another local impost upon coals, to which we 
would earnestly entreat your Excellency's atten- 
tion, is a vexatious levy of sixpence per ton made 
under the authority of the Guild of Merchants, 
and enforced by the President of the Court of 
Conscience, in opposition, as we are informed and 
believe, to a positive decision of the Court of King's 
Bench, lately made upon this particular question. 
The majority of the manufacturers of Dublin do 
not only not desire the services of the corporate 
officers, called coal meters, but they have in many 
instances expressly forbidden their interference in 
weighing coals ; in every case, however, the Pre- 
sident of the Court of Conscience (from whose ad- 
judication the present state of the law unfortu- 
nately affords no appeal) has uniformly enforced 
the payment of their demands ; and, on a very 
recent occasion, this individual ventured pub- 
libly to declare, that if the coal meters attended 
on board the coal ships for no other purpose 
than for their amusement, he would compel the 
ship-master or owner to 3ubmit to their de- 
mand ! 

This levy, we beg further to represent to 
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your Excellency, is made under colour of the 
Act 1 Geo, IIL chap. 10. sect. 6, by which the 
Corporation was formerly authorized to regulate 
the wages of measurers, porters, and carmen, em- 
ployed in the measurement and delivery of coals. 
This Act, however, with all others empowering 
magistrates to fix the rates of wages, has been re- 
pealed, and labour and capital rendered perfectly 
free. But even were this otherwise, it will be 
seen by reference to the Act, that it never gave to 
any persons the right to force upon others services 
which were not required, or to compel payment 
for labour which not only was not done, but had 
been distinctly rejected. 

We humbly entreat that your Excellency 
will be pleased to caus6 this question to be brought 
under the consideration of the law officers of the 
Crown, in order to the redress of a very galling 
wrong, and the removal of a cause of much dis- 
satisfaction, and even of odium, as regards the 
local administration of justice in this city; and, 
on every view of the whole question, we hum- 
bly trust, that your Excellency will see the pro- 
priety of adopting such measures, in concert 
with his Majesty's Government, as will efTec- 
tually secure to the people of Dublin the advan- 
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tages of a perfectly unrestricted and free trade 
in fuel.

Mat it please tour Excbllenct, 

In the present alarming condition 
to which this country has been reduced by the 
mischievous machinations of unprincipled men, 
who, reckless of the evils they may occasion, seek 
their own personal advantage in the confusion 
and disorder of the State. We feel ourselves 
called upon to approach your Excellency with 
the assurance of our loyalty to the King, our at- 
tachment to the Constitution, and our earnest 
desire to perpetuate and consolidate the Legisla- 
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tive Union so happily subsisting between Great 
Britain and Ireland, and which is so obvious a 
source of their common strength and of their 
common welfare. Impressed with this convic- 
tion, we deprecate the attempts which we trust 
are vainly making to dissolve this Union, and 
thereby to plunge this country into all the hor- 
rors of anarchy and civil strife ; and we regard 
with the utmost satis&ction the vigorous mea- 
sures which your Excellency has adopted for 
putting down the present agitation, and while it 
is yet practicable, preserving the public tran- 
quillity. 

From the men who are thus labouring to 
involve the country in the greatest calamity 
which can scourge a nation, a far different con- 
duct might have been expected after concessions 
had been made to them, and privileges granted 
beyond their utmost hopes. But since it is now 
manifest that they struggled for political power, 
not so much with a view to the removal of certain 
disabilities as to the attainment of a more favour- 
able position for effecting the dismemberment of 
the empire, we confidently trust that the salutary 
powers with which your Excellency is by law in- 
vested, will continue to be strenuously exercised 
till the evils of revolutionary ambition shall have 
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been entirely eradicated, or at least till those tur- 
bulent men, convinced of the futility of their at- 
tempts, shall have finally abandoned them. 

We are anxious also to embrace this present 
opportunity of expressing the firm reliance we feel 
in the wisdom, the energy, and the patriotism 
of your administration ; trusting that under the 
blessing of God they may prove the means of pre- 
serving the peace, maintaining the integrity, and 
promoting the prosperity of the empire ; and, 
while we hope that this mighty benefit may be 
the result of your public measures, we pray, that 
when your Excellency shall return into private life 
you may long enjoy the satisfaction of having 
ably and successfully discharged the important 
duties of your high station, and entitled yourself 
to the well-merited blessings of a grateful and 
happy people.

There is one expression in the Address upon 
which I feel it to be an act of duty and of justice 
to remark; although it can only allude to a small, 
however mischievously active portion of the great 
community of Ireland; I have an anxious desire to 
rescue from the possible misconstruction of that sen- 
tence, men ardent in the love of country, devotedly 
attached to their Sovereign, and I must add, per- 
sonally thankful to me for the services I have en- 
deavoured to render : I allude to the worth, the 
wealth, the talent, and the respectability of the 
Roman Catholics of Ireland, from many of whom, 
collectively and individually, I have received such 
assurances of their attachment to the Constitu- 
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tion, and detestation of those who would violate 
it, as must be satisfactory to their Sovereign and 
the Government, and most gratifying to my- 
self. 

I feel confident, that this expression of justice 
towards a large portion of your countrjrmen, from 
one who has so devoted an attachment to you all, 
and so much anxiety for the general welfare of 
the country, will be fairly interpreted by men of 
your information and judgment, and whose va- 
luable services to the State entitle you to the 
respect and consideration of the Government.
